| thought, why not! In my daily job | 


write stories generally on U.S. coins 
for Coin World, so the prospect of 
having a surprise item to write about 
sounded like a fun challenge. | 
emailed CSNS education director Ray 
Lockwood and a few days later | 
received a small brass medal, 
just a bit larger than a 
quarter dollar, with a 

hole in it! It was 
issued by Frost 


Co. in Kenosha, 


Wisconsin, cel- 


ebrating its 
50th year in 
1952. The 
medal cele- 
brates the 
golden anniver- 


sary of the firm. 


The obverse (if one can 
say that the medal has a 
distinct obverse and reverse) has a 
rather handsome eagle with out- 
stretched wings in a style typical of 
the era. (For reference, here's a pic- 
ture of a 1930s Art Deco eagle from 
a post office in Florida that shares 
Stylistic traits to the eagle on the to- 


ken, including the flat wings.) 


According to an Ancestry.com com- 
munity page on Kenosha County 
family businesses, Frost Manufactur- 
ing Company was incorporated in 
1902, with C. N. Frost as the presi- 
dent and Walter J. Frost as the secre- 
tary and treasurer. The page adds, 
“The firm took over the plant of the 
old Badger Brass Manufacturing 
Company, which was situated at Eliz- 
abeth and Pleasant streets, and there 
they continued in business for ten 
years, when they sold the plant to 
the American Brass Company, erect- 
ing a new plant for their own use at 
Fremont Avenue and Strong Street. 
Today they have a floor space of 
50,000 square feet and employ 150 
people. They manufacture plumbing 


supplies and sell to the jobbing and 


manufacturing trade.” 


Since that entry in 2004, the compa- 
ny seems to have either been ab- 
sorbed into another company, or 
simply shut down. The Environmental 
Protection Agency reports, “Frost 
Manufacturing Company is a super- 
fund site located at 6523 14th Ave- 


nue, Kenosha, WI 53141.” 


Kenosha is a city of nearly 100,000 
that rests between Chicago and Mil- 
waukee. From images | found online, 


it seems like a lovely place and it is

pleasant to lose myself for a moment 
imagining the excitement in 1952 as 
the firm, one of the most prominent 
in the city at the time, celebrated its 
golden anniversary. Pieces of exonu- 
mia like this are a fun area of collect- 
ing. This small medal is worth per- 
haps a dollar or two, and the Frost 
Company was not a prolific issuer of 
numismatic items, but items like this 


open a little window on a small mo- 


ment that may have otherwise been 


forgotten.

Happy Hallow- 
een!On June 17, 2015, the US Treas- 
ury Dept. released a proposal for a 
change coming to the 10 dollar bill 
in 2020. They are looking for a 
woman who was an advocate for our 
democracy also coinciding with the 
centennial of the passage the 19th 
amendment. When | heard about the 
upcoming changes, | asked my son 
Oliver, age 8, to come up with two 
suggestions and why. Oliver is a big 


fan of the “Who Was" series of biog- 


raphies and history in general; he 
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quickly came up with the following: 


His first pick would be Harriet Tub- 
man. As Oliver reminded me, she 
“risked her life to help hundreds of 
Slaves get to freedom.” In a time 
when women could not vote and 
African Americans were not free, Har- 
riet was a true hero. During the Civil 


War she worked as a cook, nurse, 


and scout for the Union Army. 


His second pick would be Clara Bar- 
ton. She worked as a nurse in the 
Civil War front lines. Oliver said that 
“she had to work in hard and unsafe 
areas in the battlefield.” After the war 
she started the American Red Cross. 
Her compassion expanded beyond 
America’s borders as she also helped 


hospitals in the Franco-Prussian War 


in 1870. 


We both agreed either one of these 
great Americans would make a good 
replacement to the current bills. Oli- 
ver's final input was “They were both 
really brave women.” Later, after our 
discussion, | started to feel a little 
remorseful for Alexander Hamilton. 


Will he be forgotten for future gen- 


erations? 


Hamilton was a soldier and states- 
man at the time that our nation was 
being forged. More importantly he 
set up the federal financial system as 
Secretary of Treasury under President 
Washington. He planned and created 
the Bank of the United States and 
the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia. Surely 


he should remain honored by the 


mint and the nation in some form. 


The Treasury Department seems in- 
terested in feedback on these poten- 
tial changes through surveys and 
roundtables. Since women’s right to 
vote was ratified on August 18, 1920, 
| vote for a change to the 20 dollar 
bill and leave Hamilton's handsome 
mug as it is. Plus there is a better 


ring to all the 20's (1920, $20 bill, 
and 2020) involved.

In Memoriam Myrna Lighterman 1930 - 2015

he entire numismatic 


and chip collecting organizations 
were extremely saddened to hear of 
the passing of Myrna Lighterman on 
September 2, 2015 in Sanford, Flori- 
da. at the age of 85. Myrna came 
from Springfield, Massachusetts to 
Miami, Florida many years ago. She 
organized the first geriatric clinic in 
the State of Florida. She met her 
husband, Irwin, in the US Virgin Is- 
lands and they married and later set 


up his medical practice in Miami. 


She was the first female computer 
consultant in the State of Florida and 
was self-taught in repairing micro- 
computers in the 1970's. Mark and 
Myrna have a business card that has 
a company name Hmmm Corpora- 
tion and a phone number. We asked 
Mark what that card was all about 
and what Hmmm Corporation meant. 
He asked us if we ever had a prob- 
lem with our computer and thought 
to our-selves, “Hmmm wonder what 
is wrong?” He told us that by calling 
that number he or his mother could 


fix the computer problem. Over the 
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many years of knowing Mark and 
Myrna, we came to believe that they 
could fix any computer problem any- 
one had. As you already read above 


about Myrna’s early training in work- 


ing with computers Mark also is gift- 





ed and has a Master's Degree in 


Computer Science. 


Myrna loved Disney and Universal 
Studios and both she and Mark con- 
stantly went to these parks. Over the 
years, we went with them and en- 
joyed not only the park(s) but also 
going out to dinner either at the 
park or a nearby restaurant. At times 
in the past, Gene, Pat and Bill Hynds 
were part of the group. Myrna and 
all of us loved the ET ride at Univer- 


sal studios. She had the widest smile 


before, during and after that ride. 
Myrna (and Mark) also collected Dis- 
ney memorabilia. We are sure that 
Myrna is someplace in heaven telling 
Mr. Disney how much she loved the 


park he started many years ago. 


For many years Myrna was an ANA 
National Volunteer. For the past sev- 
eral years she worked in the Kids 
Zone. ANA Educational Director Rod 
Gillis also worked in that area. Both 
of them handled the many kids who 
registered for the various programs 
ANA had for them at the show. Early 
in the show at the recent World's Fair 
of Money in Chicago, Myrna didn't 
feel well and went back to her hotel 
room. None of us really knew how 
sick Myrna was. At the conclusion of 
the WFOM and after her son Mark 
had finished his many ANA duties; 
they left Rosemont and returned to 
Sanford, Florida. It wasn’t long after 
returning home that she ended up in 
the hospital. She was released under 
hospice care and passed away on 
September 2nd. We were out of the 
country, and it broke our hearts when 


we found out she had passed away. 


Besides the ANA, Myrna worked hard 


for the Florida United Numismatists 


while Mark served on their Board and 
also as President. Over the past dec- 
ade or so Myrna also was the main- 
stay at the ANA table for the January 
FUN show. Myrna also assisted at the 
ANA table at the Summer FUN show. 
CONECA was also an important part 
of her life and she assisted that or- 
ganization. The Casino Chip and 
Gambling Token Collectors also ben- 
efited from Myrna’s love for that or- 
ganization and the collecting of 
Chips. She co-authored with her son 
three books on the history of gam- 
bling in Florida. Myrna was the shin- 
ing light not only for the ANA, but 
the other organizations mentioned. 
She was an ANA National Volunteer 
who was always the first to arrive 
and the last to leave. She worked 
hard and diligently for the ANA, and 
whether she was well or didn’t feel 
well she always had a smile on her 
face. FUN Director and Convention 
Coordinator Cindy Wibker wrote re- 
garding Myrna: “She was a very 
humble person who didn't talk about 
herself or boast in any way. | loved 
her enthusiasm for life and her many 
contributions to numismatics."
